Not  so 
many  years  ago  folks  used  to  huddle  at  home  near  the  fire,  nursing 
colds  and  chills  and  wishing  earnestly  for  the  coming  of  spring*  But 
thousands  of  Aaierlcans  have  discovered  a new  and  thrilling  pastime 
with  the  increasing  popularity  of  winter  sports*  On  our  National 
Forests  you’ll  find  winter  glories  that  equal  the  fabled  Alps  in 
grandeur  and  beauty.
